Inspector’s Report 1928. 

Mnyo College^ Ajmer, 

» 

I visllctl tho Miiyo Collogo, Ajmor, on April tlio 2nd and 3rd, 1928. Tlio time at my 
dippo<ial, two dayp, was insunieicnt to onalilo mo to inspect in detail all tho activitios of 
tho CoHogo. I visited tlio Jaipur Hostel and made a tour of tho grounds and buildings 
under tlio gnidanco of Major O. Ilowson, saw tho various classes of tho Collcgo at work, 
sujicr vised tho conduct of tho science, stirvoy and potition reading oxami nations, held the 
oral oxamination in English for tho Diploma and Ilighor Diploma Examination, watched 
tho riding parado in tho morning and saw something of tho Collcgo games. ' . i 

2. Somo of tho corrugated iron latrinos in tho grounds nro conspicuous and detract 
from tho beauty of tho place. 

3. The boys in the Jaipur Ilostol aro very comfortably housed. Tho garden is well 
eared for and is a sourco of interest to tho boys. Undor tho caro of Major Ilowson improvo- 
ments aro being made in tho boys* rooms, r.y., rails and hooks for clothes have been put 
in, plugs for hand-lamps nro, to bo installed and at least ono comfortable chair provided in 
each room. An almirah in each room for clothos would bo useful. These aro small 
points but tho changes mado and proposed will add to tho boys' comfort and ivill help to 
teach {hem tho art of living decently and decorously and of o.aring for their clothes 
and other possessions. Tho caro that is being taken ovor theso details roiloots the interest 
tho stait takes in the wall-being of tho boys. 

4. Apart from minor defects tho College staff is training tho students admirably. 

I saw something of tho teaching of English, Geography, Hygiono, Arithmotic and Religion. 
In class II, which is the highest but ono, tho boy.s in English woro taken in two batches, 
tho more advanced being taught sopar.Uoly from those more backward. In such a College 
with but small numbers this arrangement is possible. I suggest that in other classes also, 
particularly in Arithmetic, it should be possible to allow tho boys to work more as 
individuals than ns a class. With only 11 or 12 boys an onorgotic mnstor sliould bo able 
to tench tho boys on a modified D:iUon plan allowing each boy to work nl his own speed 
instead of endeavouring to Icccp the class together. I noticed that tho boys woro using 
Cbakravarti’s Aritlimotic which is now somowiiat out of date and sliould bo replaced by 
a more modern book. I was disappointed with tlio English Grammar and reading of tho 
Higher Diploma class. English Grammar needs moru attention hero and tlio expression 
and emphasis in reading alond was unnatural and strained. As a whole tho work in class 
showed clearly that the boys’ intorosl in lifo was not being dulled but mado more lively 
by their work. 

5. During the Survey Examination I obsorvod that tlio boys woro not supplied with 
any means of determining tlio north point and that thoy paid insufllciont attontion to this 
primary retiulsito for a good survoy. Tho Examination was otherwiso well planiiod 

G., Tho Collego has many activitios Polo, Criokot, Tennis, Gardening, Riding, 
Sports, First Aid Locturos and a wide range of subjocts tought in class ; — Eiiglisli, Eiiglihli 
History, Indian History, Qoograpliy, four Vornaculars, Aritlimotic, Qoomotry, Algobra, 
Daw, Land Rovonuo, Surveying, Scioiico. Clas3ic.al Laiiguagos and Drawing. As a pre- 
paration however for tho life tlioso young mon and boys, will load wlioii tlioy leave the 
College, I suggest that tlioir iulorcat might bo moro directly aroused in agricultural 
processes. Tliia could bo done by tlio ostablislimont, within tho College grounds wliioh 
aro of wide extent, of a model farm which tho boys could visit at intervals and wiiero tliey 
could study improved methods of cultivation. Such a farm run on economic lines rihonld 
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be, if not profitable, at any into, eolf-flapportang or nearly eo. Another line of develop* 
ment ■would bo a workshop whoro Iho boys oonld gain a general knowlodgo of modern 
carpentry and modern maohines. That the boys nro intoreated in Buck things wna 
evident in my talks with thorn. 

’ The manly, friendly and well-discipHnod ntlitudo of the boys, tholr general Imoiv- 
ledge, their class roem attainment, their lively ourloslty and their keen intocost reflect 
credit on the staff and the Principal. The standard of attainment, in oolloqnial English 
in porticnlar, is high.

That as tho draft scheme involves the consideration of fundamental questions' of 
policy aflocting tho political, financial and odaoational control of the Collega, inclndtng 
in the term odnoatienal tho oruoial question of recruitment of staff, a small Committee 
bo appointed to examine these questions in detail and formulate proposals for the consl- 
doration of tho General Council. 

It is recognized that finance is the crux of tho problem. financial aspect should 

therefore be specially examrnel an I recommend itions made to enable the States to decide 
if they are prepared to back tho scheme financially.

General Council which ehoold be held at Mount Abu for the purpose in May or June 
of tMs year.

The draft Scheme proposed by Government was then considered in detail with the 
ehject of laying down general lines for the guidance of the Sub-Committee, and the 
follounng resolutions wore passed : —

Jlfoli:tion ITT , — ^That as regards paras 2 and 3 of tho Govenrment draft scheme, tho 
system proposed for distributing Government grants is unnecessarily complicated and 
that the criteria on which Iho grants are to bo given arc open to objection. Tho financial 
condition of the Collego and the report of tho Inspectors allord the only sound criteria, 
and grants from Government should be, in the future as in tho past, in the form of a 
Jump sum which could ho reconsidered at au interval of years, say five if necessary. 

Utiohiiion IV , — ^That the system of annual inspection is satisfactory, but that tho 
propo<!al to associate a Political Officer with tho Inspecting Officers has little to recom- 
mend it for the reasens given in tho Principal’s note on Sub-question VI as follows - 

Para 4 (a) and (6) — A'ould socin to to assnmo powers and hnowlcdgo in tho 
Politic.il Officers as-ociated with tho Educ.aUonal Officers for’ the purpose of the atmunl 
Iiwpnction such ns no man could possess or g.atlier from a slay of two or three days at tho 
Jfayo College. On his reports in the main is to depend the quinquennial revision of the 
permanent grant. Such n Byslem would bo snitablo for a board school possibly, but I 
con‘'iilt‘r it would b** <iuite ridiculous to have the value of tho work of tho Mayo College 
which draws from all parts of India assossod «t tho Jlayo College. I hold that the value 
of th<' Mayo CoHogc cannot bo a.''sc.''sod at all at tho present timo. After another ,*>0 years 
of its continued cxlslonco there will be some possibility of framing a judgment — but if^au

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RtfoluU'on VI , — That tho proposal to assign to His Ejtcolloncy tho Viceroy certain 
dennito powers ot sanction and control requires elucidation, ns it is not clear what powers 
oC control could bo given which would bo consistent with tho responsibility of tho Govern- 
ing Body as a corporation liable to bo sued. 

Main Question II. — Consideration of tho proposal of tho Government of India to 
recommend to the Secretary of Stato that tho services of tho six additional Indian masters 
(two Cor tho Post-Diploma Classes and four Cor tho Collego created in 1912) should in tho 
Special circumstances of tho case bo treated as pensionable provided pension contributions 
on their bolialf arc paid by the College, from tho 1st April 1923, tho arrears prior to that 
date being waived. 

Not* by the principal . — 

The case is briefly this ; in September 191-1 tho Collego Council created two additional 
posts on tho Indian Staff at tho Mayo Collego for work in tho Ilighor Diploma Classes and 
in July 1912 four additional posts on tho Indian Staff for work in the Collego. At tho timo 
of tho creation of theso appointmciiLs tho sanction of Government and of tho Secretary of 
Stato was not obtained. Tliis omission was not noticed until ono of the iucumbouts retired 
and the quostion of his pension then came up. 

Correspondonco with Government was started on tho subject in July 1923 by tho 
Hon’blo Mr. C. C. "Watson who was then acting ns Agent to the Govcmor-Goneral in 
Itnjpiitann. In July 1927, tho Government of India decided to rocommend to tho Secretary 
ot Stato that tho services of tho six additional Indian Jtaslers should bo treated as pensioTi- 
ablo, provided that pension contribution on their behalf wore paid by tho Collego from lot 
April 1923, the arrears prior to that date boing waived. Before .approaching tho Secretary 
of State the Government of India desired to know at a tery early date whotlior the autliorities 
of tho College w’oro prepared to meet thoso ponsion contribution charges. In view of tho 
urgency of tho matter tho Vice-President of the Council finding that tho College could meet 
theso charges — amounting in all to Rs. 10,261/ — replied that tho consent ot the General 
Council might lie as-juraod in order that tho Secretary of State might be addressed on tho 
subject without delay. 

Tho Question is now brought boCoro tho Council to obtain their approval to tho action 
taken. 

]tetolutio7i VII . — ^Resolved that tho action taken by tho Agent Governor-General bo 
approved. 

* When the ollicial agenda had been disposed of, tho following questions wore brought 
up and discussed 

1, It was reported by the Vico -President that the Government of India havo 

refused to accept liability for pensions to the Indian Masters of the Mayo 
College in accordance with tho revised scales of pay introduced in 1920 and 
1926. If tho Government of India are not proparod to reconsUlcr their 
decision it will bo necessary to ask them to accept arrears of pension contri- 
butions and the sanction of tho General Council was sought to this proposal. 

Resolvod that tho proposal of the Agent Govornot-Qenoral bo approved. 

2. His Highnoss tho Maharaja of Bikaner asked whether any decision had boon 

reached on tho quostion of tho continuation of tho Post-Diploma Classes and 
tho establishment of a cadot corps in the Collogo. 

Tho VicQ-Presidont pointed out that no decision had boon roaohod on theso questions 
<^Tving U> repaatod Bitismpts to convono a meeting of the General Oeunofl having mat n’ifh 
no success. The Allahabad University had been approached and it was understood that 
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provided certain conditions were fnlBllod, tlioy wore roady to rccogniso tlic Post-Diploma 
as oqaivalont to a degree. 

Resolved that the question of the future of the Post-Diploma Classes and the schemo 
for a Cadet Corps at the Mayo College bo considered by the General Council at the mooting 
to be hold at Mount Abu in May or June next.

Tho following is tlio roporl; of the Sub'Gommittoo. 

We have conaidorod the draft sohcmo for tho futuro of Chicfa' Collcgca and their 
relations with the Government of India and aro of opinion that so far na tho Mayo 
College is concerned it is capable of adoption providod that Their Ilighnoascs tho Ruling 
Princes of Rajputana and others who are interested in tho futuro woll boing of tho CoHogo. 
are prepared to donate to tho existing endowment a sum suHiciont to moot tho increased 
expense which the re-organisation wili ontaii. As will bo soon horcattor, this amount 
would bo not loss than ten and not more than sixteon lakhs. 


We aro impressed by the inoonvenionco which must inovitably ariso by reason of 
the nnoertainty as to tho exact figure of tho annual grant to bo allotted by Govornmont 
and would urge that, if posaibio, such grant on whatever basis allotted bo fixed for a 
Tuoriod of five years. 

Assumiiig the inoorporation of tho Oolloge on a dofinito legal basis, wo aro of opinion 
that the powers to be exercised by Uis Excolloncy tho Vicorov must necessarily ho 
circumscribed and limited to tiioso of Patron of the College. Wo are constrained to this 
opinion by the obvious necessity of His Excellency boing outside and beyond any legal 
formalities in which the Govorning Body of tlio Collogo might bo involved. 

We are in some doubt as to whether rogistrntiou should ho undor tho Sooieties 
Act (21 of 18G0), or under tho Oompanios Act (7 of 1913). Wo have evidence before 
ns of the registration of the Governing Body of an odncational institution under tho latter 

sol«i Lr* «ndor tho Societies Act in view of tho 

vZuhLST.rrTI"''''' «=om«load thoroforo that this 

point should be referred for expert legal opinion.

The contract in tho first case could bo for a period of fire years during which period 
it might bo terminable by six months' notice on oithor side. At the end of this period 
tho contract might bo renowablo for such further period as the contracting parties aro 
agreed upon up to tho ordinary ago limit recognised by tho Government of India. 

In addition to tho above rates of pay and terms of contract we recommend (a) that 
leave for ono month for every Iwolvo months* service on substantive pay only, and not on 
officiating pay, should bo given ; 

(6) that free passages should bo given to India and homoward passages on the 
termination of each period of five years j 

(e) that a house simply furnished and rent free should bo provided for each 
English Master ; 

(d) that Overseas allowance in accordance with tho regulations laid down by 
tho fundamontai rales as controlling tho suporior services should bo given. 

With regard to tho Indian staff, wo boo no reason why the present rates of pay 
should, under tho changed constitution, be increased. 

We arc of opinion that tho appointments, both English and Indian, should not be 
poiisionablo but that subscription to a providont fund should in both cases bo compulsory. 

Tho financial olloctof tho ro-orgcinisation as considered by us is based upon tlio 
assumption tliat a grant from Government of approximately Rs. 50,000 per annum will bo 

availublo. 

On tho assumption that tho Higher Diploma Classes continue and that the states at 
present subscribing to their maintonanco continue their contributions, the extra annual 
cost involved by the ro-organisation will be equivalent to the interest on a capital sum of 
ten lakhs. 

This sum would have to be incre.ased by two faklis, making 12 lakhs in all, in the 
event of the Higher Diploma Classes being abolished. 

We further consider that to pul the endowment of the College on a satisfactory 
basis, if tho Higher Diploma Classes are continued, the subscriptions at present paid for 
their maintenance should bo capitalised. To do (his a sum of six lakhs would be required.
